carries their state. This in effect, 
that a candidate in one state, who receives ten 
than his opponent, receives all that 
state's electoral votes. Under the’ two-party 
system, it is possible for one candidate to win 
several close elections in the key states, receiving 
all the, electoral votes, while his opponent, repre- 
senting the other major party, receives almost as 
many popular votes, but no electoral votes at all. 

In recent years there have been many amend- 
ments proposed in Congress, which would abolish 
the Electoral College system and put the election 
of a President on a popular-vote basis. The latest 
proposal to accomplish this end was defeated in 
the House of Representatives, partially by the op- 
position of Republican leader Joe Martin and other 
leading Republicans in the House. Senator Robert 
Taft's opposition was also influential in the defeat 
of this proposed amendment. Some Republicans 
feared that such action would give the South a 
disproportionate voice in the election of Presidents, 
since the elections in Southern States are usually 
one-sided affairs Thus, Southern States would 
probably continue to c&st a very high percentage 
of their electoral votes for the Democratic candi\- 
date, while many States in other would 
practically split their electoral votes
